When a meter is found to be stopped and/or out of order, the quantity of water to be 



charged for during the period it was out of order shall be based on the average 



consumption of the previous three (3) months, or of nearest applicable uninterrupted 



three (3) month period previous or subsequent thereto, such period to be determined 



by the Director of Engineering Services. 








If the account, which shall be rendered either monthly or quarterly at the discretion of 



the Council, is not paid within a period of 21 days, the supply may be disconnected.

Consumers' meters will be read as far as possible at intervals not exceeding three (3) 



calendar months, provided that the Council may in it's discretion cause some meters 



to be read monthly. In assessing the charges due in respect of any scale of the Water 



Tariff, the nominal monthly consumption will be used and no allowance will be made 



should the intervals between the successive readings of the meter differ from three 



(3) calendar months in the case of quarterly readings or one (1) calendar month in the 



case of monthly readings by five (5) or fewer days.
